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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment to claim 1 presents a claim of a scope not previoulsy considered by the examiner. In 
particular, this claim now recites that the tubular chamber is "substantially open-ended" and is "sufficient in sixe to substantially 
encompass" the pilot light assembly. Further, the claim has been broadened to remove the limitations that thermocouple is also 
protected from wind by the shield and to remove the limitations that the shield is partially perforated. Independent claim 20 has been 
amended to require that the chamber be "sufficient in size" to shield the pilot light assembly in an attempt to structurally define 
applicant's invention over the prior art. These new limitations (particularly those to claim 1) clearly present claims having a scope that 
was not previously considered by the examiner. Accordingly, this claims would require further consideration and/or search and not 
proper for entry after a Final Office Action. This Office Action is the next official communication. Accordingly, a copy of form PTOL-413 
reflecting the examiner's summary of the Interview of 8/25/2005 is included. 
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
